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Call For Boycott

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — The U.N. Secur- 
ity Council Saturday called for a worldwide economic 
boycott against Southern Rhodesia. The United States 
then announced that President Johnson had ordered 
rejection of a shipment of 9,500 tons of Rhodesian sugar 
now in transit from that country.

The resolution, approved by a

ing an embargo on oil and pe- 
troleum products."

the Rhodesian people to deter- 
mine their own future. 


It was a compromise between 
a British resolution for an arms 
embargo and an Ivory 
Coast 
resolution for use of military 
force if necessary. It took into 
account Britain's reluctance to 
impose an oil embargo without 
first studying the consequences 
and methods of applying such a 
step. 


Soviet Ambassador Nikolai T. 
Fedorenko said he would have 
preferred the council to adopt 
"more effective measures" but 
he supported the resolution be- 
cause the Africans had agreed 
to it and because the council 
was keeping the question on its 
agenda.

FBI Agents Round Up 
15 In Auto Theft Ring 


CHICAGO (AP)—FBI agents in five states rounded 
up Saturday 15 men who, the FBI said, operated a ring 
specializing in stealing and selling late model cars. 
J. Edgar Hoover, FBI direc- 


tor, said in Washington the ar- 
rests on suppressed indictments 
climaxed a month-long investi- 
gation during which 125 cars 
worth $500,000 were recovered. 


Cars were stolen in the Chi- 
cago area, license plates were 
switched and fake titles drawn, 
Hoover related. The cars were 
recovered as far away as Cali- 
fornia and Florida. Arrests were 
made in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Alabama and California. 


Those seized included a Gary, 
Ind., policeman who also runs 
a drive-in restaurant; a father 
and two sons from Dolton, a 
Chicago suburb; three car sales- 
men in Youngstown, Ohio and 
two dealers in Alabama. 


Arrests were made on two 
indictments returned by a fed- 
eral grand jury in Chicago Nov. 
12 but suppressed until the de- 
fendants could be apprehended. 
Two defendants were arrested 
previously and two are being 
sought. 


Thirteen men are charged in 
a 30-count indictment and six in 
a 
6-count indictment 
alleging 
conspiracy and interstate trans- 
portation of stolen motor ve- 
hicles.

Nixon Appears Top Runner 
For 468 GOP Nomination

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) 
— 
On the chessboard of Re- 
publican presidential 
poli- 
tics, the men who hope to 
wield power in 1968 are 
making their first, guarded 
moves. 


At this point, the players are 
veterans 
of the battle 
which 
ended 
with 
conservatives 
in 
command of the GOP. So far, 
their 
candidate 
alliances 
are 
secret or unsettled. 


Almost to a man, they talk of 
possible 
newcomers, 
of 
faces 
that might emerge 
from 
the 
congressional and gubernatorial 
elections a year away to play 
roles in the scramble for the 
next presidential nomination. 


The 
early 
maneuvering 
is 
among managers—or 
would-be 
managers—not 
among 
candi- 
dates for the job of challenging 
President Johnson. 


There is one major exception: 
Richard M. Nixon. 


"In my own case," Nixon said 
in an interview, "there is no 
organization, no funds and no 
files." But 
other 
Republicans 
point to Nixon as the man who 
would be the nominee if the con- 


vention were held tomorrow. 


Barry Goldwater, whose land- 
slide defeat at Johnson's hands 
left the field wide open, believes 
Nixon now is in the strongest 
position. But Goldwater sees a 
chance that a newcomer may 
emerge 
in 
the 
nearly 
three 
years before convention time. 


But Nixon said that if he could 
know with any certainty what 
his own situation will be later in 
the 
presidential 
buildup, 
he 
might be creating an organiza- 
tion. 


"I do intend to continue where 
it can help, campaigning 
for 
specific 
candidates, 
in 
the 
House particularly," he said. "I 
intend to do what I can for pur- 
poses of unity in the party." 


That endeavor will have taken 
him into nearly 30 slates before 
the year is out and Nixon said 
lie plans to step up his efforts 
next year. 


"He's really moving around," 
said a Southern Republican on 
Capitol Hill. "He's looking for 
congressional 
support 
at 
the 
next convention." 


Nixon 
himself 
repeats: 
"I 
have no organization; I have no 


Clif White." 


White is F. Clifton White, who 
marshaled the forces that swept 
Barry 
Goldwater 
to the 
1964 
presidential nomination. 
White 
was the key man behind the se- 
cret, then the open draft move- 
ment. He helped round up dele- 
gates at state GOP conventions. 


White is still doing business ill 
the 35th-fllor Manhattan office 
suite which was the first head- 
quarters of the Goldwater drive. 
He runs a political consulting 
firm, and acknowledges he is 
keeping his lines open. 


White insists he has no candi- 
date in mind now, and no idea 
what role he will play in the 
maneuvering 
for 
1968. 
Nev- 
ertheless, he conferred late in 
August with about 15 conserva- 
tive-minded Republicans, 
most 
of them from the Midwest, at 
the home of a friend near Chica- 
go.

Government 
Troops 
Still Leading 
Fight 


S A I G O N , 
South Viet 
Nam (AP) — U.S. troops in 
South Viet Nam, who have 
just fought their bloodiest 
week of the war, are shoul- 
dering a larger burden than 
ever before in the 
fight 
against the Communists. 


Nevertheless, South Vietnam- 
ese forces continue to bear the 
brunt of the fight and most of 
the casualties. 


The war took on a new look 
last 
week 
as 
American 
and 
North Vietnamese troops bat- 
tled for six successive days in 
the la Drang Valley of the cen- 
tral highlands. The spectacular 
fight — the first real confronta- 
tion between Hanoi and Wash- 
ington — by far dominated the 
headlines 
and 
overshadowed 
military 
activity elsewhere in 
the country. 


At the same time, however, 
Saigon's government 
f o r c e s 
were engaged in some of their 
toughest battles of the war from 
the northern coastal provinces 
to 
the 
Mekong 
River 
delta. 
While 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
tangled with the Americans, the 
Viet Cong hit the South Viet- 
namese with fury. 


In a flurry of bold actions, the 
Communists penetrated an air-1 
strip, overran a district capital' 
and 
assaulted 
a 
government 
position defended by Vietnam- 
ese marines only 12 miles from 
the heart of Saigon. 


Reacting quickly, government 
troops caught up with the Viet 
Cong that infiltrated the 
air- 
strip, 
recaptured 
the 
district 
capital and repulsed the attack 
in the capital military district. 


Though U.S. helicopters trans- 
ported 
some 
of 
the 
troops, 
Americans played only advisory 
roles in the counterattacks. 


There are now about 550,000 
men in South Viet Nam's armed 
forces, more than three times 
the size of present U.S. troop 
strength, nearly 168,000. 


The U.S. 
troops have 
been 
conducting about one-tenth 
as 
many battalion-sized and small 
unit actions as their Vietnamese 
allies according to the 
latest 
weekly statistical reports issued 
by U.S. military sources. 


During the week ending Nov. 
13, for example, there were 100 
battalion-sized 
operations, 
of 
which 12 were initiated by U.S. 
troops. 
Of 
more 
than 
21,000 
smaller operations, nearly 2,000 
were by Americans. 


Some 
U.S. 
military 
sources 
say 
privately, 
however, 
that 
these statistics tell only part of 
the story. They note, for exam- 
ple, that during the first two 
weeks of November, small U.S. 
units made contact with the en- 
emy 439 times compared with 
190 times for the Vietnamese, 
although the government troops 
were in 10 times as many opera- 
tions. 


The growing involvement on 
the part of U.S. troops is clearly 
reflected in the mounting Amer- 
ican casualties. In the first two 
weeks of November, U.S. troops 
suffered 617 casualties — dead, 
wounded and missing — com-

with 
1,017 
government 
losses.

was the highest on record for 
U.S. 
troops. 
Moreover, 
U.S. 
losses for the week ending Sat- 
urday, reflecting the fighting in 
the la Drang Valley, are expect- 
ed to set a record for the most 
Americans killed or wounded in 
one week.

Hard At Work 


it's still about a week and a half before basketball 
in the city gets underway full scale, but the five local 
hardcourt outfits are at work preparing for openers. 


Overall one has to say it looks like a so-so year all 
the way around in Jacksonville. None of the teams will 
be world beaters, none should be way down. This is the 
reaction all five city coaches, three prep, two college, give 
an questioning. All five are cautious. 


This would be a marked reversal from the last time 
around, when four of the local teams suffered disappoint- 
ing years, and one had the best in 12 years. 


Lettermen are scarce at three of the schools, plenti- 
ful at the other two. Jacksonville and MacMurray have 
only three returning veterans, IC nine, Routt two and 
ISD seven. 


Jacksonville, 25-5 last year with a trip to the state 
' tournament, lists only one if its top seven and three of 
the top 12 back in camp. Ron Coleman, a 6-2 jumping- 
jack with a good shooting eye, is the lone starter back, 
and will have to carry a major load this year. 


Steve Tavender and Gary Ginder, a pair of 6-2 sen- 
iors, are the other two returning lettermen, and will be 
favorites for starting roles. An improving lot of juniors is 
showing good promise in practice, according to coach 
Rich Jones, and Crimson fortunes are not necessarily as 
bad as a lot of people think. 


"The boys have been looking real good in practice, 
they are moving good and have a real good attitude," 
says Jones. "You can throw a blonket over the junior 
guards and junior forwards. They all look pretty good, 
bgt we haven't had time to see them a lot yet." 


A major Crimson problem may be the lack of a big 
man, as three-year center Steve Bone, 6-6, graduated, 
leaving JHS without a tried center. Also missing is a play- 
maker, as all-state guard Creston Whitaker and floor- 
men Dean Hess and Dennis Sergeant have departed. 


The Crimsons open up Dec. 4 with an expected tough 
Alton club that produced a good crop of juniors last 
year. Havana and Hannibal were dropped from the regu- 
lar schedule this year, being replaced by Lincoln and 
• Thornton of Harvey, a perennially-tough Chicago area 
outfit. Gillespie and Crane Tech are new teams in the 
J H S four-team tourney in January, along with J H S and 
'Hannibal, Missouri. 


Rockets Small, Inexperienced 


The lack of experience and height is a problem fa- 
miliar with Routt as well this year.

The soybean market has been 
unusual this fall. Market sup- 
plies have been very tight, and 
farmers have been unusually 
bullish. This situation has made 
for relatively high prices dur- 
ing harvest, which will tend to 
restrict the seasonal price ad- 
vance during the remainder of 
the marketing year. 


Shortage to Abundance. The 
soybean 
supply 
situation 
is 
changing from shortage to abun- 
dance. There was practically no 
carry-over of old soybeans this 
year. Stocks of old beans on 
September 1 were estimated at 
only 30 million bushels. This 
was about a two-week supply, 
but it was not evenly divided 
among the various users. Some 
processors and exporters had no 
old beans on hand. The soybean 
crop matured a day or so later 
than usual and several 
days 
later 
than 
in 
1964. Further 
more, heavy rains in August 
and September delayed harvest- 
ing. The rains made fields too 
muddy and kept the soybeans 
too wet for harvest. 


Farmers Are Bullish. Farm- 
ers have not been anxious to 
sell, even after they harvested 
their 
beans. 
Several 
factors 
combined have caused them to 
be bullish 
about 
s o y b e a n 
prices: 
(1) 
T h e y 
generally 
doubt that the crop is as large 
as the official reports indicat- 
ed. (2) They remember 
t h e 
strong 
advance 
in 
soybean 
prices that occurred last fall. 
(3) They expect that the inter- 
national conflict may heat up. 
(4) They believe that shortages 
in other nations may force them 
to buy considerably more soy- 
beans from the United States. 
(5) Many farmers have had an 
unusually good year—so they do 
not want to have any more in- 
come to pay taxes on this year. 
(This last is not exactly a bull- 
ish factor, but it is probably an 
I important reason for farmers' 
¡delay in selling soybeans.) 
j Big Bean Crop. The soybean 
| crop may not be quite so large 
as the official estimates indi- 
cate, but it is much larger than 
some farmers may think. While 
yields were not high, the acre- 
age was much larger than ever 
before. The acreage for harvest 
was 34.6 million—about 13 per- 
cent more than last year and 21 
percent more than two years 
ago. 


In October the 1965 soybean 
crop 
was 
estimated 
at 
862 
million bushels, up from ap- 
proximately 700 million in each 
of the past two years. 
(The 
November estimate is not avail- 
able 
at 
this 
writing.) 
This 
amount is 133 million bushels 
(17 percent) more than was 
used and exported during the 
past year. 


Storage Costs High. Costs of 
storing soybeans are substanti- 
al. The interest charge alone is 
about PA cents per bushel per 
month. The charges for elevator 
storage range from 5 to 10 
cents, depending in part upon 
the length of storage. If beans 
are stored on the farm, there 
will be shrinkage—and 
after 
April 1 a property tax liability 
of about 2 cents per bushel.

Cygon and 
diazinon are satisfactory to use 
for fly control if you remove 
the birds during treatment. 


Dibrom as a spray, rotenone 
and sulphur as dusts and nico- 
tine sulphate as a roost paint 
have label approval, but are 
less effective than the other in 
secticides mentioned. 


Records Important 


Johnson 
and Ridlen

poultrymen to keep accurate 
records on all chemicals they 
use. The records will provide 
a basis for measuring results 
and also serve as a guide for 
future use. If residue problems 
do arise, the records may help 
to determine the source of the 
trouble. 


On the records, list all in- 
secticides,

Secrecy Is Anathema 


Z. 
"The secret of our power lies in 
the secrecy of our membership." So 
reads an official instruction of the 
Ku Klux Klan to its rank and file as re- 
vealed in testimony before the House 
Un-American 
Activities 
Committee. 
"By this means," the instructions con- 
tinue, "we see and hear everything. 
We know our enemies but they do not 
know us." 


Thus the Klan places upon itself 
the seal of condemnation of its own 
un-Americanism. For secrecy is the 


antithesis of all that is implied in the 
democratic idea which gave this Re- 
public birth. The American people will 
not tolerate secrecy in the conduct of 
their government or in any organiza- 
tion seeking to usurp power. In its 
political activity as well as in defiance 
of federal authority the KKK sets it- 
self up as a rebellious and iiTesponsible 
usurper of power. 


The open and aboveboard approach 
is as American as ham and eggs. There 
is no room for secrecy in the American 
public philosophy. 


The Ultimate Violence 


When a Buddhist priest named 
Quang Due drencnea himself 
with 
gasoline in Saigon in June 1963 and 
committed fiery, public suicide to pro- 
test 
against President 
Ngo 
Dinh 
-Diem, a wave of shock hit Americans, 
yet relatively uninvolved emotionally 
in the unfolding tragedy of Viet Nam.

The act, so alien to the Western 
_ ¿psychological make-up, was at once 
- -fascinating and repulsive, but im- 
mensely impressive in the courage 
"and dedication that must have nerved 
-the man. 


These feelings were dulled, how- 
ever, when other priests performed

currence was a shock; a series of them 
. ..iVas simply incomprehensible. 


If this was courage, it was the 
courage of madness. If this was dedi- 
cation, it was the dedication of fan- 
' aticism.

commitment of troops and planes and 
-""guns and bombs to 
the

- -against the Communists in South Viet

The one, Norman Morrison, 31, 
-' father of three, burned himself to 


death outside the Pentagon in Wash- 
ington. The other, 22-year-old student 
Roger LaPorte, set fire to himself be- 
fore the U.N. buildings in New York, 
dying 21 agonized hours later. 


Both were unquestionably moved 
by intense revulsion at the death and 
horror that have been the inevitable 
accompaniment of the decision in Viet 
Nam, of hatred for war and of an 
overwhelming sense of responsibility 
for actions taken in the name of their 
country. 


Yet in this very fact is found the 
tragic irony of their senseless sacri- 
fice. 


Like the Buddhist priests, they pro- 
tested too much, and the reaction of 
ordinary people is not revolt against 
war or against man's inhumanity to 
man, but wondering disapproval of 
them and passing sympathy for the 
loved ones they abandoned. 


Self-cremation still has the power 
to shock, but the shock is so extreme 
and so focused on the individual who 
causes it that it fails of a universal 
meaning. 


Opposed to violence, these men per- 
formed the ultimate violence on them- 
selves, leaving behind not flaming 
symbols of hope but only ashes of des- 
pair.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — With 
highly 
questionable 
judgment, 
critics of U.S. policy in Viet 
Nam are resorting increasingly 
to the words 
"McCarthyism" 
and "McCarthyite" to charac- 
terize their most vocal oppo- 
nents. 


When some public figure sug- 
gests that Communist influences 
may be at work among young 
Americans who in some cases 
not only oppose the war but pro- 
pose 
wrecking 
the 
military 
draft, the ghost of the late Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin 
is raised. 


The young critics, and some 
of their adult defenders, argue 
more and more today that any 
hammering on the Communist 
theme represents an effort both 
to blacken and to silence the 
critics. 


Use of words like "McCarthy 
ite" is plainly intended to evoke 
memories of the senator's four- 
year barrage of charges against 
a wide assortment of people in 
American life, most of them in 
or linked with government. 


But a careful review of writ- 
ings pertinent to the McCarthy 
era (1950-54), including those of 
former President Eisenhower's 
aides and of former Michigan 
Sen. Charles Potter (a commit- 
tee colleague of McCarthy), dis- 
closes no foundation for such 
parallels with today. 


Their reports suggest strongly 
that there can be no McCar- 
thyism without McCarthy, that 
his extravagant assaults on the 
careers and reputations of many 
men had less to do with the real 
dangers 
of 
communism 
than 
insistent 
personal 


by our Viet Nam policy critics 
are 
defenders of 
the 
Army. 
Only the powerless radical right- 
ists 
see 
communism 
every- 
where. 


McCarthy benefited mightily 
from a general climate of fear 
as the Russians opened the Cold 
War, stole our atomic secrets, 
threw their weight into the Ko- 
rean war and otherwise shocked 
an America which had been 
their World War II ally. 


There is no such general fear 
today, despite endless probings 
by Moscow, Peking and Havana 
in Asia, Africa and Latin Amer- 
ica. 


Again 
the 
radical 
rightists 
voice constant fear—but this na- 
tion always has had minorities 
which live in the grip of over- 
riding fear — totally divorced 
from the real events 
around 
them. The unique fature of the 
McCarthy era was that the fear 
was broad. 


Unquestionably, 
the 
senator 
was assisted in exploiting that 
fear by his clever grasp of the 
workings of the press. But here, 
finally, he overreached himself, 
for it was public exposure which 
destroyed him. 


By a strange twist, it is not 
potential 
"McCarthyites" 
but 
the flamboyant critics of U.S. 
policy who today are reaping 
the same kind of publicity bene- 
fit McCarthy enjoyed a dozen 
years ago. The draft card burn- 
ings, train haltings, demonstra- 
tions and teach-ins are peculiar-

This Little Pig Goes To College-Papa Stays Home

Eighteen pigs from Scott county — 
brothers, sisters, half-brothers and half- 
sisters—are now living well regulated lives 
in special quarters on the swine research 
farm at the University of Illinois.

R. G. Kaufman, U.I. animal scientist, 
thinks he has found a technique for de- 
termining the true age of a hog.

whether his theory is any good. 


In earlier days practically every man 
or boy on the farm — and many city folks 
— could tell the age of a horse simply by 
looking in his mouth. This system was 
easy to learn and was fairly accurate. 


Kauffman's

Some 
people interested in his work call it "the 
eyeball test" and others term it "the eye- 
lid test."

This 
was about a two-week supply, 
but it was not evenly divided 
among the various users. Some 
processors and exporters had no 
old beans on hand.

than in 1964.

more, heavy rains in August 
and September delayed harvest- 
ing. The rains made fields too 
muddy and kept the soybeans 
too wet for harvest. 


Farmers Are Bullish. Farm-

Storage Costs High. Costs of 
storing soybeans are substanti- 
al. The interest charge alone is 
about PA cents per bushel per 
month. The charges for elevator 
storage range from 5 to 10 
cents, depending in part upon 
the length of storage. If beans 
are stored on the farm, there 
will be shrinkage—and 
after 
April 1 a property tax liability 
of about 2 cents per bushel.

Dibrom as a spray, rotenone 
and sulphur as dusts and nico- 
tine sulphate as a roost paint 
have label approval, but are 
less effective than the other in 
secticides mentioned. 


Records Important 


Johnson
